In Paris the rimors of » Congreas are revived, and
It is telked of that Napuleon telles on the presence of
the Emgnrar of Rusais to brjog about an vodersinnd-
ing on the subject between Lhe soversigos wio ste to
asscrnble In the Frewoh cupital, Theso ramors pro-
bably have somethlug to do with the aasertion that
the sk Government, earnestly desirous of se-
cnrln{ the peace of Xorope, is nrglog upon the contl-
nentu growm the expediency ol & general disarma-
nrent. The Globe remarks thnt (his udvice, of course,
is more es ally In the form of a friendly communis
cation to the French aud Prugsian Governmauts, *on
whoso part there is the greatest danger of a colifsion,
snd whose example, were they to cousent Lo o dige

armament, would Iy be fullowed by olher
